The University, situated on Gilmorehill, was designed by 
Sir G. Gilbert Scott, the foundation stone being laid by 
x the King, then Prince of Wales, in 1868. The buildings 
K are in the form of a quadrangle, and are surmounted by a 
2 handsome tower and spire 150 feet high. 
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
